On her official snowboarding website, which she 
also designed under the auspices of her Prescision Design 
company, Ms. Prefontaine recently recapped the thrill of 
victory she experienced on March 30: 

'As I stood in the starting gate all I could think about 
was this was my last chance. Being the last race of the year,

"I was almost in tears, (but) I knew that the top three 
riders still needed to come down so I waited and watched/ 7 
Ms. Prefontaine wrote. "Clair Cettera, a known slalom 
ringer, comes down with a smokin 7 run and beats me, mov- 
ing me into second place. Next, Stacia Hookum, a veteran 
racer, comes down with a perfect run and takes me, too. I 
am in third now and the fastest girl of the day, Rosey Fletcher, 
is on course ... as she was coming out she blows out of the 
course! I couldn't believe it. I did it! I finished third. I was 
on the podium! Hugging my good friend, I almost cried I 
was so happy. I borrowed a cell phone and called my dad. 77 

Ms. Prefontaine stepped up on the podium at the 
conclusion of the event and claimed her trophy — a giant 
Disco Ball — along with a compensation check for her out- 
standing performance. Now that her regular season has 
ended, the ORR High School alumnus plans to wind down 
and start up her "dryland 77 training program and she also 
plans to come home to Mattapoisett for a few weeks this 
summer and do some fund-raising for future snowboarding 
competitions.

Smith, retired Band Director at the University of Illinois; 
and Walter Pavasaris, Director of Fine and Performing Arts 
in the Lexington public schools. Both Mr. Moss and Mr. 
Smith spoke to Mr. Ellis after the performance and 
complimented the band on the polished sound of the young 
musicians with regards to tone quality balance and blend, 
intonation, phrasing, dynamics, rhythm and technical facil- 
ity.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, April 8 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Richard D. Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Patricia Ryan, Selectman Naida Parker, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

Just prior to the Selectmen's meeting at 6:00 pm, a 
"surprise party" under the guise of an "Executive Ses- 
sion" was given, commemorating Mr. Cutler's final 
meeting as a sitting Selectman. Various town officials, 
Town Hall staff members, and Rochester residents were

present to thank Mr. Cutler for his six years of service to 
the town. He thanked everyone and admitted his depar- 
ture was "bittersweet," but he enjoyed the opportunity to 
serve the Town of Rochester. 

Turning to the business agenda at 7:00 pm, the 
board first met with Town Planner Randall Kunz regard- 
ing a recent referral of a Zoning By-Law change to the 
Planning Board to establish a Groundwater Protection 
District within the tri-town communities. Mr. Kunz said 
this would greatly assist in maintaining the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) standards for the tri- 
town watershed. "This is a good starter," Chairman 
Cutler agreed. With that, the board unanimously voted to 
refer the by-law to the Planning Board for consideration. 

The board next received a grant application 
endorsement for the library for $100,000 in grant funding, 
which they unanimously voted to sign and approve. 
"There are no matching funds (required) from the town," 
Mr. Huntoon said. 

The board then signed and approved the minutes 
of the March 26 meeting, the April 1 Executive Session 
meeting, and the April 1 regular session meeting, with no 
corrections or changes made. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that the town received a judgment relative 
to property located on Pine Street. "We just have to go up 
and argue, relative to the proper serving in land court ... 
(and) that's proceeding," Mr. Huntoon said. 

Mr. Huntoon informed the board that Officer

$227,271 from SEMASS for the month of March, 2002. 

• Request from Commonwealth Electric for a pole 
location easement for the Senior Center property on 
Dexter Lane. But Selectman Ryan was opposed to making 
any decision before hearing further details. "There's no 
way I will vote for this/ 7 Selectman Ryan said. "I'd like 
(Mr. Huntoon) to let the electric company know that we'd 
like them to come in and explain what they want. They're 
not getting carte blanche here. They simply took what 
Town Meeting voted, and now they want us to authorize 
it." 

With that, the Selectmen moved to have Mr. 
Huntoon contact Com /Electric and let them know 
nothing will be approved until they come before the 
board with specific, detailed plans for the easement. 

Under Old Business, Selectman Ryan moved to 
reappoint Mr. Cutler as the Board of Selectmen's represen- 
tative to the emPOWERment organization. However, Mr. 
Cutler suggested they wait until all reappointments are 
done by the board after reorganizing at their next meet- 
ing. 

To that end, Selectman Ryan moved to hold their 
next regular Selectmen's meeting on Tuesday, April 16 at 
7:00 pm for the purpose of reorganizing the board in the 
aftermath of the Annual Town Election, but the agenda 
would remain light.

were caused by capsizing, falling overboard, or the boat 
being flooded or swamped. Small open motor boats 
(4,318) and personal water craft or jet skis (3,268) ac- 
counted for most of the accidents. Cabin motor boat 
(1,628) were a distant third. Over half (5,437) of the 
accidents involved collision with another vessel. 

The decrease in recreational boating fatalities is 
due in large part to the public taking the boating educa- 
tion courses being offered by the United States Power 
Squadrons, the United States Coast Guard Auxiliary, and 
other organizations like the Massachusetts Environmental 
Police. In Massachusetts, persons under 16 years of age 
must pass a safety course to operate a motor boat of any 
horsepower. No one under the age of 18 can legally 
operate a personal water craft in Massachusetts without 
successfully completing an educational safety program on 
PWCs.

HEARTWORMS 

My dog is coughing. Could she have heartworms? 
Yes, your dog could have heartworms. Although, if she has a blood 
test each year and takes the preventative either daily or once a 
month, it is unlikely. Have your veterinarian examine her and test 
her for heartworms. 

I have heard that dogs that get heartworms are given arsenic. Is that re- 
ally true? 

Unfortunately, yes. Arsenic compounds cause the heartworms to 
die slowly. Heartworms are spaghetti-like worms that live in the 
heart and arteries of the lungs. If all of the worms died at the same 
time, they would clog the arteries to the lungs and kill the dog. 
Which is better, the daily or monthly heartworm preventative? 
For most people, the monthly preventatives are more convenient. 
The daily medications must be given every day or the dog is at risk 
of getting heartworms. There is more of a cushion of safety with 
the monthly preventatives if you miss the correct day of the 
month. 

7s it better to give the monthly medication all year round or is it better to 
discontinue during the winter months? 

Talk to your veterinarian. Many recommend year round preventa- 
tive for a variety of reasons. One of which is that the monthly pre- 
ventative medications help treat intestinal parasites which can be 
acquired throughout the year.

Big Trouble. Starring Tim Allen and Rene Russo. Directed 
by Barry Sonnenf eld. Running time: 85 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

For the second time, director Barry Sonnenfeld has made a 
movie adaptation that was a funnier, better movie in its original 
book form. First was 1995's Get Shorty, an amiable enough time- 
passer based on the laugh-out-loud Elmore Leonard novel. Now 
comes, belatedly, Big Trouble, based on Dave Barry's 1999 novel- 
length goof, a farce consciously patterned on the work of fellow 
South Florida writer Carl Hiaasen. Barry, hilariously, was 
incapable of striking a detached Novelist Stance in his first whack 
at fiction; he was always throwing in vintage little asides that let 
you know this wasn't a serious novel, just a tall tale told by your pal 
Dave. 

Your pal Barry (Sonnenfeld, that is) has no such informal 
gifts, though he tries, bewilderingly, for a comically scattershot 
tone by beginning the movie with one narrator and then 
abandoning him for another. (This might be more accurately 
blamed on scripters Robert Ramsey and Matthew Stone, whose 
previous attempts at // comedy ,/ were Destiny Turns on the Radio 
and Life.) The film is more or less faithful to the events in Barry's 
novel, lifts a good deal of Barry's witty dialogue, and recruits a 
proven cast of laugh- winners. Why, then, is it so resolutely 
unfunny? It's not because of the scene that forced the film's 
release to be postponed after 9/11, wherein a pair of oafish thugs 
successfully smuggle a nuclear bomb onto a plane. That's unfunny 
for the same reason everything else here is unfunny: Sonnenfeld, 
despite early success with the Addams Family films (I credit those 
to writer Paul Rudnick), just isn't a natural at this comedy thing. 

Failed newspaper writer turned adman Eliot Arnold (Tim 
Allen) — by virtue of being played by Tim Allen, one supposes — 
takes center stage, whereas in Barry's book he was just one of 
many benighted characters pairing off in pursuit of the nuke. 
Eliot's son Matt (Ben Foster) has targeted schoolmate Jenny 
(Zooey Deschanel) to be "killed" by squirtgun; Eliot falls for 
Jenny's mom Anna (Rene Russo), who's stuck in a grisly marriage 
to an embezzling lout named Arthur Herk (Stanley Tucci). Along 
for the ride are two cops (Janeane Gar of alo and Patrick Warburton), 
two FBI guys (Omar Epps and Heavy D), two hit men (Dennis 




Farina and Jack Kehler), and the aforementioned two lowlife 
thugs (Tom Sizemore and Johnny Knoxville). There's also a 
drifter named Puggy (Jason Lee), who lives in the Herks' tree and 
falls for their frightened maid Nina (Sofia Vergara). 

At the beginning, Puggy tells us about Noah's ark, possibly 
to explain why Big Trouble has so many duos running around (not 
to mention goats, bufotenine-spewing toads, and the world's 
stupidest dog, a favorite Barry motif). It's easy to see why Barry 
structured it that way: endless scenes of two people getting on 
each other's nerves. But the pairing-up in the movie seldom 
works; despite the talented cast, the matchmaking isn't inspired. 
Putting the sharp-tongued Janeane Garofalo and the laconic, 
macho Patrick Warburton together sounds funnier than it turns 
out to be; Tim Allen and Rene Russo strike no romantic or 
comedic sparks; Stanley Tucci, steeped in obnoxiousness and, 
one hopes, using the paycheck to fund another movie like Big 
Night, is almost painful to watch. Even that great bulldog Dennis 
Farina, who outright stole Get Shorty, plays a disappointingly 
mild hit man. 

Sonnenfeld plays most of Barry's notes but misses the music. 
I laughed often while reading the book; the movie never got more 
than a chortle from me. The script makes two particularly senseless 
changes to Barry's story near the end: Tim Allen races to the 
rescue, when readers know it should be Janeane Garofalo (who's 
left handcuffed to a shelf along with Tucci, switching places with 
Warburton' s character in the book, for no reason otner than to 
bring in a lame strip-search gag); and Tucci, hallucinating under 
the influence of the toad's bufotenine, thinks the family dog is 
Martha Stewart. In the book, it was Elizabeth Dole; I could try to 
explain why Elizabeth Dole was funnier, but if you don't know, 
I can't tell you.

If there's one thing I've learned to appreciate after cov- 
ering local politics for over a decade now, it's the value — 
no, necessity — of a sense of humor. Far too often, small- 
town politicians get caught up in the "us and them" men- 
tality and readily fall into the trappings of self-importance. 
And when you're in the business of "public service," this 
will eventually discourage people from coming forward 
with their concerns and make the politician appear stand- 
offish. 

Sadly, two noteworthy exceptions to buck this trend 
have chosen to move on after duly serving their respec- 
tive communities, and I have to admit that although the 
towns will be losing two even-handed, common-sense ap- 
proaches to government, I'll personally miss their dry and 
often witty senses of humor even more on a weekly basis. 

Both "retiring" Selectmen from Rochester and 
Marion — Richard Cutler and Albert Winters, respec- 
tively — came into office at a time when the towns were 
embroiled in omnipresent fiscal crunch threats balanced 
with the always-pressing need to expand and improve town 
facilities to meet booming populations. Rochester — which 
had long remained a sprawling, rural community — was 
developing and growing by leaps and bounds and, like 
most Massachusetts communities, Marion found itself in 
dire need of expanded school space and increased water/ 
sewer capacity. 

It's not surprising, then, that both Mr. Cutler and Mr. 
Winters took on such important pet projects during their 
tenures as the new Rochester Police/Communications 
building and the Sippican School renovation and expan- 
sion project, respectively. Now, after overseeing each 
project to fruition, they can rightfully claim a true sense 
of accomplishment and have appropriately decided to pass 
the proverbial torch on to other residents willing to com- 
mit of themselves and their time. For these monumental 
achievements alone, Rochester and Marion residents 
should be eternally grateful. 

But, in many ways, I think Mr. Cutler's and Mr. Win- 
ters' real contributions were to help set a casual tone for 
the weekly grind of meetings by injecting a sense of hu- 
mor and affecting a more friendly and cordial atmosphere

which put both fellow Town 
Hall staffers and residents at 
ease. During their terms, both 
remained inherently ap- 
proachable and willing to lis- 
ten to the varied issues and 
concerns brought forth by 
residents — even when those 
issues may not have matched 
their own opinions, or even 
been the "popular" or "politi- 
cally-correct" way of think- 
ing. 

For me, Mr. Winters will 
always be remembered for his 
quick quips and asides during 
meetings. He was an early 
proponent of the more ca- 
sual, "tie-less" attire for the Marion board (which he never 
failed to endorse via a formal motion) during those hot 
summer months; and he would always invite those who 
came before the board to sit at their table, often musing: 
"We don't stand on formality here." 

Likewise, Mr. Cutler was a true "people person," al- 
ways ready with a greeting or an exuberant joke, deliv- 
ered with impeccable timing. Under his guidance, meet- 
ings were more about getting to the nitty-gritty while ap- 
preciating the fact that many people volunteered their time 
to town efforts. There was never a pun Mr. Cutler didn't 
like, nor a double-entendre he didn't pick up on — yet 
these were what kept Rochester meetings interesting and 
down-to-earth. 

I wish both well and hope their successors continue 
that legacy of fair yet firm leadership, tempered with a 
jovial sense of humor. Dealing with the public can be as 
challenging as it is rewarding, and being able to smile and 
joke a bit are as important as knowing Robert's Rules of 
Order and the Open Meeting Law.

The following bylaw changes which were accepted 
at the Annual Town Meeting which convened on 
October 15, 2001 have been approved by the Office 
of the Attorney General, and are published herewith 
in accordance with current regulations. Claims of 
invalidity of any of the amendments to the bylaw 
by reason of any defect in the procedure of adoption 
or replacement may only be made within ninety 
days of the second publication (April 18, 2002) 
or July 17, 2002. 

Copies of the bylaw may be examined in the Office 
of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 Spring Street, 
Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be purchased 
from the Town Clerk for 
$ 20.00. 

Article S 8. Amend the Zoning By-law by deleting 
"Section 10f- Conservation Subdivision", and 
inserting the following as a new Section 10: 

SECTION 10:CONSERVATION SUBDIVISION 
1.1 Purpose. The purposes of this 

section, Conservation Subdivision, 

are: 

1 . to encourage the permanent preservation of 
open space, agricultural and forestry land, 
other natural resources including water 
bodies and wetlands, and historical and 
archeological resources.; 

2. to encourage a less sprawling and more 
efficient form of development that consumes 
less open land and conforms to existing 
topography and natural features better than 
a conventional or grid subdivision; 

3. to protect the value of real property; 

4. to promote more sensitive siting of buildings 
and better overall site planning; 

5. to perpetuate the appearance of Marion's 
traditional New England landscape 

6. to facilitate the construction and 
maintenance of streets, utilities, and public 
services in a more economical and efficient 
manner; 

7. to allow for greater flexibility and creativity 
in the design of residential developments; 

10.2 Definitions. The following 

terms shall have the following definitions for the 
purposes of this section: 

1 . f'Conservation Subdivision" shall mean a 
residential development in which the 
buildings are clustered together with 
variable lot sizes and frontage. The land 
not included in the building lots is 
permanently preserved as open space. A 
Conservation Subdivision is the preferred 
form of residential development in the Town 
of Marion. 

2. "Contiguous open space" shall mean open 
space suitable, in the opinion of the 
Planning Board, for the purposes set forth in 
Section 10.12.1, therein. Such open space 
may be separated by the road(s) 
constructed within the Conservation 
Subdivision. Contiguous open space shall 
not include required yards. 

3. "Townhouse" shall mean a unit of real 
estate located in a single building on a 
single lot, where said building contains 
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more than one (1) but not more than 
four (4) units of real estate located in 
one row of houses connected by 
common walls, and where are combined 
fee simple title to the unit and joint 
ownership in the common elements 
shared with other unit owners. 

10.3 Applicability. In 
accordance with the following provisions, a 
Conservation Subdivision project may be 
created from any parcel or set of contiguous 
parcels held in common ownership and 
located entirely within the Town of Marion. 

10.4 Procedures . A 
Conservation Subdivision may be authorized 
upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the 
Planning Board. A pre-application meeting 
between the Planning Board and the 
applicant is strongly encouraged. 

Applicants for a Conservation Subdivision 
shall file the following with the Planning 
Board at the appropriate times. 

1 . Seven (7) copies of both a 
Preliminary Subdivision Plan and a 
Conservation Subdivision sketch plan. One 
of the purposes of this submission is to 
determine the number of lots possible in the 
Conservation Subdivision. 

2. Seven (7) copies of the Definitive 
Conservation Subdivision plan. The 
Definitive Conservation Subdivision plan shall 
show: location and boundaries of the site, 
proposed land and building uses, lot lines, 
location of open space, proposed grading, 
location and width of streets and ways, 
parking, landscaping, existing vegetation to 
be retained, water supply, drainage, 
proposed easements, storm water 
management systems, and methods of 
sewage disposal. The plan shall be prepared 
by a team including a Registered Civil 
Engineer, Registered Land Surveyor and a 
Registered Landscape Architect. 

3. An Existing Conditions Plan. An 
Existing Conditions Plan shall 
accompany the Definitive Conservation 
Subdivision Plan. The Existing 
Conditions Plan shall depict existing 
topography, wetlands, water bodies and 
the 100 year flood plain, all existing 
rights of way, easements, and existing 
structures, the location of significant 
features such as woodlands, treelines, 
open fields or meadows, scenic views, 
watershed divides and drainage ways, 
fences and stone walls, roads, 
driveways and cart paths. The Existing 
Conditions Plan shall also show 
locations of soil test pits and percolation 
tests with supporting documentation on 
test results. Applicants shall also 
include a statement indicating the 
proposed use and ownership of the 
open space as permitted by the by-law. 

The Planning Board may also require as part 
of the development plan additional 
information necessary to make the 
determinations and assessments cited 
herein. Applicants should refer to the 
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Subdivision Rules and Regulations for provisions 
regarding preparation and submittal of plans. 

10.5. Design Process . Each 
development plan shall follow the design process 
outlined below. When the development plan is 
submitted, applicants shall be prepared to 
demonstrate to the Planning Board that this 
Design Process was considered in determining 
the layout of proposed streets, house lots, and 
contiguous open space. 

1 . Understanding the Site. The first step is to 
inventory existing site features, taking care 
to identify sensitive and noteworthy natural, 
scenic and cultural resources on the site, 
any historical districts in the vicinity, and to 
determine the connection of these 
important features to each other. 

2. Evaluating Site Context. The second step 
is to evaluate the site in its larger context by 
identifying physical (e.g. stream corridors, 
wetlands), transportation (e.g., road and 
bicycle networks), and cultural (e.g., 
recreational opportunities) connections to 
surrounding land uses and activities. 

3. Designating the Contiguous Open Space. 
The third step is to identify the contiguous 
open space to be preserved on the site. 
Such open space should include the most 
sensitive and noteworthy resources of the 
site, and, where appropriate, areas that 
serve to extend neighborhood open space 
networks. Open space shall be planned as 
large, contiguous areas whenever possible 

4. Location of Development Areas. The fourth 
step is to locate building sites, streets, 
parking areas, paths and other built 
features of the development. The design 
should include a delineation of private 
yards, public streets and other areas, and 
shared amenities, so as to reflect an 
integrated community, with emphasis on 
consistency with Marion's historical 
development patterns. The maximum 
number of house lots, compatible with good 
design, shall abut the open space and all 
house lots shall have reasonable physical 
and visual access to the open spaces. 

5. Lot Lines. The final step is simply to draw 
in the lot lines (if applicable). 

10.6 Modification of Lot Requirements . 
The Planning Board encourages applicants for a 
Conservation Subdivision to modify lot size, 
shape, and other dimensional requirements for 
lots within a Conservation Subdivision, subject to 
the following limitations: 

1 . Lots having reduced area or frontage shall 
not have frontage on a street other than a 
street created by the Conservation 
Subdivision; provided, however, that the 
Planning Board may waive this requirement 
where it is determined that such reduced lot 
(s) are consistent with existing development 
patterns in the neighborhood. 

2. At least 50% of the required side and rear 
yards in the district shall be maintained in 
the Conservation Subdivision. 

10.7. Basic Maximum Number of Dwelling Units . 
The Basic Maximum Number of dwelling units 
allowed in a Conservation Subdivision shall not 
exceed the number of lots which could

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reasonably be expected to be developed upon 
the site under a conventional plan in full 
conformance with all zoning, subdivision 
regulations, health regulations, wetland 
regulations and other applicable requirements. 
The proponent shall have the burden of proof 
with regard to the design and engineering 
specifications for such conventional plan. 

10.8 Types of Buildings . The Conservation 
Subdivision may consist of any combination of 
single-family, two-family and townhouse 
residential structures. A townhouse structure 
shall not contain more than four (4) dwelling 
units. The architecture of all multifamily buildings 
shall be residential in character, particularly 
providing gables roofs, predominantly wood 
siding, an articulated footprint and varied 
facades. Residential structures shall be oriented 
toward the street serving the premises and not 
the required parking area. 

10.9. Roads. The principal roadway(s) 
serving the site shall be designed to conform to 
the standards of the Town where the roadway is 
or may be ultimately intended for dedication and 
acceptance by the Town of Marion. Private ways 
shall be adequate for the intended use and 
vehicular traffic and shall be forever maintained 
by an association of unit owners or by the 
Applicant. 

10.10. Parking. Each dwelling unit shall be 
served by two (2) off-street parking spaces. 
Parking spaces in front of garages may count in 
this computation. 

10.11. Contiguous Open Space . A 
minimum of fifty percent (50%) of the parcel 
shown on the development plan shall be 
contiguous open space. Any proposed 
contiguous open space, unless conveyed to the 
Town or its Conservation Commission, shall be 
subject to a recorded restriction enforceable by 
the Town, providing that such land shall be 
perpetually kept in an open state, that it shall be 
preserved for exclusively agricultural, 
horticultural, educational or recreational 
purposes, and that it shall be maintained in a 
manner which will ensure its suitability for its 
intended purposes. 

12.12. Permissible Uses of Open Space . 

1. Purposes: Open space shall be used solely 
for recreation, conservation, agriculture or 
forestry purposes by residents and/or the 
public. Where appropriate, multiple use of 
open space is encouraged. At least half of 
the required open space may be required by 
the Planning Board to be left in a natural 
state. The proposed use of the open space 
shall be specified in the application. If 
several uses are proposed, the plans shall 
specify what uses will occur in what areas. 
The Planning Board shall have the authority 
to approve or disapprove particular uses 
proposed for the open space. 

2. Recreation Lands: Where appropriate to 
the topography and natural features of the 
site, the Planning Board may require that at 
least 1 0% of the open space or 2 acres 
(whichever is less) shall be of a shape, 
slope, location and condition to provide an 



informal field for group recreation or 
community gardens for the residents of 
the subdivision. 

3. Leaching Facilities: Subject to the 
Approval of the Board of Health, as 
otherwise required by law, the Planning 
Board may permit a portion of the open 
space to be used for components of 
sewage disposal systems serving the 
subdivision, where the Planning Board 
finds that such use will not be 
detrimental to the character, quality, or 
use of the open space and enhances 
the site plan. The Planning Board shall 
require adequate legal safeguards and 
covenants to insure that such facilities 
are adequately maintained by the lot 
owners within the development. 

4. Accessory Structures: Up to 5% of the 
open space may be set aside and 
designated to allow for the construction 
of structures and facilities accessory to 
the proposed use of the open space 
including parking. 

5. Wetlands: The percentage of the 
contiguous open space which is 
wetlands shall not normally exceed the 
percentage of the tract which is 
wetlands; provided, however, that the 
applicant may include a greater 
percentage of wetlands in such open 
space upon a demonstration that such 
inclusion promotes the purposes set for 
in Section 10.5.1, above. In no case 
shall the percentage of contiguous open 
space which is wetlands exceed fifty 
(50%) percent of the tract. 

6. Underground Utilities: Underground 
utilities to serve the Conservation 
Subdivision site may be located within 
the contiguous open space. 

12.12. Ownership of the Contiguous 
Open Space . Ownership of 
contiguous open space shall be 
governed by the following 
conditions. 

1. Conveyance: The contiguous open space 
shall, at the developer's option and subject to 
the approval by the Planning Board, be 
conveyed to: 

a. the Town of Marion, to be placed 
under the care, custody and 
control of the Open Space 
Acquisition Committee or it's 
successor, or the Conservation 
Commission; 

b. a nonprofit organization 
acceptable to the Town, the 
principal purpose of which is the 
conservation of open space and 
any of the purposes for such open 
space set forth above; 

c. a corporation or trust owned jointly 
or in common by the owners of 
lots within the Conservation 
Subdivision. If such corporation or 
trust is utilized, ownership thereof 
shall pass with conveyance of the 
lots in perpetuity. The developer is 
responsible for the maintenance of 
the open space and other facilities 
to be held in common until such 



time as the homeowners association is 
capable of assuming such 
responsibility. Maintenance of such 
open space and facilities shall be 
permanently guaranteed by such 
corporation or trust which shall provide 
for mandatory assessments for 
maintenance expenses to each lot. 
Each such trust or corporation shall be 
deemed to have assented to allow the 
Town of Marion to perform 
maintenance of such open space and 
facilities, if the trust or corporation fails 
to provide adequate maintenance, and 
shall grant the Town an easement for 
this purpose. In such event, the Town 
shall first provide fourteen (14) days 
written notice to the trust or 
corporation as to the inadequate 
maintenance, and, if the trust or 
corporation fails to complete such 
maintenance, the Town may perform it. 
Each individual deed, and the deed or 
trust or articles of incorporation, shall 
include provisions designed to effect 
these provisions. Documents creating 
such trust or corporation shall be 
submitted to the Planning Board for 
approval, and shall thereafter be 
recorded. 

2. Permanent Restriction: In any case where 
open space is not conveyed to the Town, a 
permanent conservation or agricultural 
preservation restriction in accordance with 
M.G.L., Ch. 184, Section 31, approved by 
the Planning Board and the Board of 
Selectmen/Town Counsel and enforceable 
by the Town, conforming to the standards of 
the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs, Division of 
Conservation Services, shall be recorded to 
insure that such land shall be kept in an 
open or natural state and not be built upon 
or developed for accessory uses. 
Restrictions shall provide for periodic 
inspection of the open space by the Town. 
A management plan may be required by the 
Planning Board, which describes how 
existing woods, fields, meadows or other 
natural areas shall be maintained in 
accordance with good conservation 
practices. 

3. Encumbrances: All areas to be set aside as 
open space shall be conveyed free of any 
mortgage interest, security interest, liens or 
other encumbrances. 

4. Monumentation: Where the boundaries of 
the open space are not readily observable 
in the field, the Planning Board may require 
placement of surveyed bounds sufficient to 
identify the location of the open space. 

10.14. Buffer Areas . A buffer area of one 
hundred (100) feet shall be provided at the 
perimeter of the property where it abuts 
residential^ zoned or occupied properties, 
except for driveways necessary for access and 
egress to and from the site. No vegetation in this 
buffer area will be disturbed, destroyed or 
removed, except for normal maintenance. The 
Planning Board may waive the buffer requirement 
for one of the following situations:

10.15. Design Requirements : The location of 
open space provided through this bylaw shall be 
consistent with the policies contained in the 
Local Comprehensive Plan and the Open Space 
and Recreation Plan of the Town. The following 
design requirements shall apply to open space 
and lots provided through this bylaw: 

1 . Open space shall be planned as large, 
contiguous areas whenever possible. 
Long thin strips or narrow areas of 
open space (less than 100' wide) shall 
occur only when necessary for 
access, as vegetated buffers along 
wetlands or the perimeter of the site, 
or as connections between open 
space areas. 

2. Open space shall be arranged to 
protect valuable natural and cultural 
environments such as stream valleys, 
wetland buffers, unfragmented 
forestland and significant trees, 
wildlife habitat, open fields, scenic 
views, trails, and archeological sites 
and to avoid development in 
hazardous areas such as coastal and 
inland floodplains and steep slopes. 
The development plan shall take 
advantage of the natural topography 
of the parcel and cuts and fills shall be 
minimized. 

3. Open space may be in more than one 
parcel provided that the size, shape 
and location of such parcels are 
suitable for the designated uses. 
Where feasible, these parcels shall be 
linked by trails. 

4. Where the proposed development 
abuts or includes a body of water or a 
wetland, these areas and the 100' 
buffer to such areas shall be 
incorporated into the open space. 
Where appropriate, reasonable 
access shall be provided to 
shorelines. 

5. The maximum number of house lots 
compatible with good design shall 
abut the open space and all house lots 
shall have reasonable physical and 
visual access to the open space 
through internal roads, sidewalks or 
paths. An exception may be made for 
resource areas vulnerable to trampling 
or other disturbance. 

6. Open space shall be provided with 
adequate access, by a strip of land at 
least 20 feet wide, suitable for a 
footpath, from one or more streets in 
the development. 

7. Where a proposed development abuts 
land held for conservation purposes, 



the development shall be 
configured to minimize adverse 
impacts to abutting conservation 
land. Trail connections shall be 
provided where appropriate. 

16.16. Drainage. Storm water 
management shall be consistent 
with the requirements for 
subdivisions set forth in the Rules 
and Regulations of the Planning 
Board. 

16.17. Decision. The Planning Board 
may approve, approve with 
conditions, or deny an application 
for a Conservation Subdivision after 
determining whether the 
Conservation Subdivision better 
promotes the purposes of Section 
10.1 of this Conservation 
Subdivision By-Law than would a 
conventional subdivision 
development of the same locus. 

16.18. Relation to Other Requirements. 
The submittals and permits of this 
section shall be in addition to any 
other requirements of Subdivision 
Control Law, or any other provisions 
of this Zoning By-Law.
